It is probable that the loss on the part of | 
the Russians, including men, women, and chil- | 
dren, was a least two thirds as great as the 
loss of the French and their allies. 

Therefore, the whole amount of human sa- 
crifices in that campaign may be-estimated at 
five hundred thousand victims. 

From the time the French crossed the Nie- 
mien in June, to the time the survivors re- 
crossed it in December was 173 days. Ad- 
mitting the whole number that perished to bes 
500,000, the average daily sacrifice was 2890, 
which amounts to 20,230 per week, and more 
than $0,000 per month. It was equal to 120 
every’ hour, or two every @minute during the 
173 days. 

Onc of theavowed objects of Copier Mis- 
sions, both in Great Britain’ anc ‘nited 
States, is the abolition of h sacrifices 
among the Pagans.

tion, shall be,entitled to the benefit of one 
mass each provided that such member or sub- 
scriber shall die a natural death, be six 
months a subscriber to the Institution, and be 
clear of all dues-at the time of their depart- 
ure ; that care shall be taken by the survivi 
Superior that such soul masses are punc 
ly performed, agreeably to the intent and 
meaning. of the institution, 

“Rule Vill. That: the-Superior, Rectors, 
and Council be empowered to make(as o¢- 
Casions may require,) such by-laws as they 
shall think expedient, provided they do not in- 
terfere with the spirit of these present rules ; 
said by-laws are to be laid before the body at 
large for their approbation, and that 4 shall 
form a Quorum in the Council. 

“Rule IX. That the Superior shall on every 
All-Souls Day, advance to the parish priest 
of Meath street Chapel, whatever sum is ne- 
cessary for obtaining an insertion in the Mor- 
talily List of the Altar the names of the pa- 
rez.ts, relations, and friends, of all the sub- 
scribers to this Institution to be recommend- 
ed to the prayers of the congregation, at every 
mass throughout the year.
